^ * * The city collector may, and it 
shall be his duty to proceed by suit in 
the nanie of the city, for the collection 
of unpaid taxes in the same cases, and

Beet-Sugar Statistics. 


Lansing, Feb. 8.—The bulletin giv­ 
ing the results of sugar beet raising in 
Michigan last year has been completed 
by Profs. Kedzie and Smith of the 
agricultural college, and is now ready 
for distribution. The average percent­ 
age of sugar in beets, with proper soil 
and seed, is 1(3.40. The range of yields 
per acre last year was from twelve to 
eighteen tons. The labor cost of grow­ 
ing an acre of sugar beets on the col­ 
lege farm, under advei’se conditions, 
reckoning the cost as 25 cents an hour 
for a man and team, 12i cents an hour 
for a man and lU cents for a boy, was 
$29.40. The average yield per acre at 
the college farm was 28,328 pounds.
